PLATINUM. Good News Bay, Alas- 


ka.—Life in the 30-mile area surround- 
ing Good News Bay can. like Gaul, be 
divided into three parts. 


It consists of (1) life in the village 


of Platinum, (2) life in the two mining 
camps on the other side of Red Moun- 
tain, and (,'{) life around the dozens of 
test drills and prospecting holes all 
over the u'.a. 


The population of the Good News 


Bay country sums up about like this: 
In town, 100 people, a generous esti- 
mate; in the two mining camps, another 
100; around the test drills and pros- 
pecting holes, another 100. Total— 
300. That is all. 


Life Is Simple, Hard Work 


Life out-side of town is simply work, 


cat, and sleep. The men at the two 
camps sleep in small frame cabins, and 
eat in a central cookhouse. The men on 
the test drills live in tents', and do 
their own cooking. 


Life in town is hard, serious work, 


too. The few merchants are tending to 
thuir businesses, Wbuisy 'buiKiing ad- 
ditions to their stores. There isn't 
much loafing, and no hell-raising. 


The social life consists of dropping 


into Stampede Inn for a cup of coffee, 
walking from cabin to cabin after din- 
ner, and an infrequent dance in the 
roadhouse dining room. 


There is, of course, no such thing 


in Platinum as a movie, or an elec- 
tric light (except on tractors), or a 
fireplace, or cow's milk. Absolutely 
everything must be brought in from 
outside. There are no trees, so there 
is no firewood. Fuel oil is burned in 
all cook stoves. Gasoline lamps arc 
lighted at night. 


One end of Platinum is a cluster of 


Eskimo huts. The Eskimos formerly 
liver! at Mumtrnk (sometimes called 
Gord News), the native village across 
the bay. But when the miners came 
some of the Eskimos just moved over 
to hang around. So tar as I can see, 
they do nothing whatever for a liv- 
in g. 


Food Prices High 


Prices are high in Platinum, hut con- 


sidering everything, not exorbitant. 
Eggs arc GO cents a dozen; rye bread 
50 cents a loaf; white bread 35 cents; 
hum is CO cents a pound; the stores sell 
more coffee than anything else. It costs 
$30 a ton to get supplies in here from 
Stattle; air freight from Anchorage is 
48 cents a pound. 


Regular boats do not call here, but 


three small trading ships come from 
Seattle. 
The bay is shallow, and 


supplies have to be lightered ashore 
on barges. There has never been a 
tourist in Platinum. 


Nearly everybody who comes 
U 


Platinum comes hy airplane, even the 
lowliest worker. There is no regulai 
air service here, but a plane or twi 
drops in from Anchorage, GOO miles 
away, about every other day. They 
land in tin. 
1 bay (in floats, or on the 


flat "spit" tm wheels. Either way 
it's about 10 feet from the plane U 
the heart of town.

There are business men who make i' 


a practice to follow the new boon 
camps of the far north, establishing ; 
store or restaurant and moving 01 
when (he boom dies. The chances are 
they make more money, in the long 
run, than !)!) (if 100 prospectors. 


.Such a merchant is Peter Wold, a 


se;.faring Scandinavian, who has been 
trading in Alaska fur 30 years. He owns 
a molorship named "Fern" and every 
summi.T lie loads- up to Seattle and sails 
northward tu do business with the na- 
tives of the Bering Sea coast. 


Four years ago, Captain Wold heard 


some whispering about the platinum 
around Good News Bay. So he came 
and saw enough to convince him there- 
was a future to Good News Bay. On 
the next trip up he built a store and 
stocked it with his own supplies. 


Today Captain Wold owns Plati- 


num's only store. He owns 40 acres 
of the townsite, and half the town is 
huiit on his ground. He is the real 
estate and merchant tycoon of Plati- 
num. 


Only One Auto in Town 


He has tlu'ee people working for 


him—Ed Hurwood, the manager, who 
used to run a newspaper in Cordova; 
Mrs. Harwood, and Einar Olson. Olsen 
was the first white man to winter in 
Platinum. 


Captain Wold won't be Platinum's 


only merchant for long. N. G. Han- 
son's new store is almost finished. 
Hanson has the only aulo in Platinum.

ard, LaB'ayctte, Columbia, Hempstead 
and Nevada counties was the .most am- 
bitious ever attempted in the state, 
and was the fourth largest proposed 
in the nation. 


The project would 
cost 
?745,000, 


serve 2,098 customers, and operate on 
672 miles of lines. 


The fact that $150,000 already has 


been allotted for the project is a good 
indication that the entire project is 
receiving favorable consideration from 
the Rural Electrification Administra- 
tion (REA) in Washington, Blalock 
aaid. 


The REA has not notified the util-

passed without a record vote Thurs- 
iay the administration's tax avoidance 
bill

loopholes 


through which the government has 
lost about 100 million dollars in an- 
nual revenue.

perfunctory debate, the non-contro- 
versial measure was sent back to the 
house for consideration of minor sen- 
ate amendments.

Japanese Forced Back 


SHANGHAI, China. — (K>)~ Japan's 


troops fought back Wednesday night 
against overwhelming numbers of Chi- 
na's strongest troops on both sides of 
the 
Whangpoo 
river. A Japanese 


bombing squadron, making the first 
night air raid in the six days that 
Shanghai has been a 
battleground, 


opened the heaviest aerial-artillery 
d.uel thus far. 


Japanese warships in the Whangpoo 


river joined the fire below where dar- 
ing Chinese soldiers earlier had scut- 
tled six Japanese ships to barricade 
the upper stream. The Japanese men- 
of-war shelled Pootung, on the east 
bank, opposite the Bund in the heart 
of the city. 


Chinese artillery roared back across 


the river to silence the warships and 
Chinese anti-aircraft batteries swept 
the sky to beat off the ari bombers. 


Pootung, drenched with explosives 


during the 40-minute cannonade, was 
sprinkled with new fires when the 
firing suddenly ceased. Billows of 
dense smoke showed where the Japa- 
nese massed bombardments liad struck. 


Despite an almost full moon and a 


starry sky, the smoke was so heavy 
that it engulfed the brilliantly spot- 
lighted flags flying from the stem and 
stern of the United States cruiser Au- 
gusta, at the head of an international 
protective fleet. 


The Japanese aircraft wheeled west 


high above the foreign quarters to at- 
tack unknown objectives across the 
city. Thousands of rofcrigu residents 
crowded to rooftops to watch the spec- 
tacle.

OF INSTANCE, on one recent day there appeared three 
three stories which, together, forni a better commentary 


on the state of the nation than does any one of them indi- 
vidually. 


The first tells how Allegheny county. Pa., in which Pitts- 


burgh is located, is spending two and a half times as much for 
•relief now as in the worst month of the depression, although 
employment levels now are equal to those of the boom year of 
1929. More than two and a half million dollars was spent on 
direct and work relief in the area in July, 1937, whereas only a 
little more than a million was spent for the same purposes in 
March, 1933.

Another story tells of congressional alarm that new de- 


mands by World War veterans may saddle the nation with a 
system of pensions that would cost an estimated 20 billion dol- 
lars by 1996. This, on top of the ^-'billion-dollar share already 
allotted to veterans out of the 60-billion-dollar total cost of the 
war to the nation to date. 


The third item recorded the statement, by an official of 


the National Economy League, that for the last seven years 
the government has been spending two dollars for every dol- 
lar of income. It was predicted that unless the spending pace 
is greatly reduced, the future will bring even greater def- 
icits.

111 give you a chance to think it over.'

to a sightly lesser charge which still involved a good stretch 
m prison. 


Until concerted action is taken on a national scale to wipe 


out miles of red tape, close loopholes and prevent delays which 
too otten allow justice to miscarry, sensible procedure will 
have to depend largely on the initiative of the judges. Judge 
JBrancato has provided a valuable example of just what can 
be done on that line.

Tests Point Out the Form of Attack Against 


Individual Cases of Asthma 


This is the ninth In a scries of 14 


articles by Dr. Morris Fishbein, in 
which he discusses various forms 
of allergic diseases, which are 
caused by unusual sensitivity to 
certain conditions and substances.

By making careful study of the 


physical condition o£ the patient, the 
doctor may be able to modify some 
factor in his physical condition which 
will raise the threshold of sensitivity 
to the irritating substance. 


For example, if the patient has „ 


low basal metabolism and a lessened 
action of the thyroid, modification of 
this factor sometimes will change the 
character of the asthma. 


If the patient has difficulty in 


breathing, plus some disturbance in 
the nose, surgical attention to the 
nose may raise the threshold of sen- 
sitivity. If the patient is run down 
and asthmatic, an improvement in his 
general health and hygiene may lesson 
the number of attacks. 


Skin tests already described in re- 


lationship to the diagnosis of hay fever 
are made. If the patient proves to be 
absolutely sensitive to certain sub- 
stances, and if these are eliminated 
from his environment or his diet, the. 


asthma may improve immediately. 


In certain cases, the asthma seems 


to begin always with a cold. People 
thus affected should avoid exposure 
and changes in climate which seem to 
be factors in the onset of the cold. The 
commercial foods that cause reactions 
are wheat, egg yolk, beans, potato and 
pork. 


Diets have been developed by which 


it is possible to determine whether the 
patient is sensitive to certain foods 
through trial of these foods on the pa- 
tient. In other words, the patient be- 
gins with one or two simple foods and 
gradually eats one item at a time until 
he is able to determine which item it 
is that makes him feel worse or which 
induces an acute attack. 


Unfortunately, 
foods go in groups 


exactly as do the various pollens of 
plants, and a patient who is sensitive 
to one food substance may be sensitive 
to ail of the family of that food. It 
has been suggested that when a per- 
son is sensitive to any food that he 
may become desensitized by taking 
gradually increasing amounts of that 
food. 


Furthermore, 
boiling, heating or 


otherwise treating foods sometimes 
changes their nature so that they will 
not thereafter produce an attack of

Labor Relations Board hearing of 
charges against the Bradley Lumber 
Company of Warren, Ark., ended 
Wednesday in a compromise that in- 
cluded rein-statement of several dis- 
charged workers and agreement to 
hold an employes' election.

Television Used 


by French Army 


Possible to Transmit Hour- 


ly Views From Behind 


Enemy Lines 


PARIS—(/P)—French technical ex- 


perts are working night and day to 
adapt television to the needs of their 
military forces. 


General Andre Niesscl, former mem- 


ber of the Superior War Council, as- 
serts that television soon will make it 
possible for aviators to transmit to 
the general staff hour by hour views 
from behind enemy lines. 


Behind its own lines, General Nios- 


sel says, the French will be able to 
flash television maps from headquart- 
ers to firing line posts. Televised or- 
ders will be flashed in a fraction of 
the time necessary to send them by 
wireless. And there will be no errors 
in transmission, for the original sign- 
ed document will appear on receivers. 


Because television can transmit a 


written order of hundreds of words 
instantly, General Nicssel believes its 
use will make for secrecy. Direction- 
finding instruments cnn ascertain the 
position of a radio sending station, but 
General Nicssel believes, television 
will make that extremely difficult. Ih- 
stant transmission by television will 
give enemy scouts little time to adjust 
direction-finding instruments where- 
as in wireless, the time necessary to 
send a message gives ample oppor- 
tunity to discover the station's position.
